Tatian's Diatessaron 


The purpose of this table is to place on horizontal lines the blocks of text that 
Tatian consulted as he composed his continuous text of the four gospels. The chapter and 
verse references are those found in Hill's English translation of the Arabic version of the 
Diatessaron. References in bold type indicate that the material is not in literary or 
canonical sequence. Blocks with a dagger (t) against them indicate doubt among scholars 
over places where Tatian has integrated passages which may not be true parallels. Blocks 
with a double dagger (if) indicate doubt by some scholars over places where Tatian has 
failed to integrate what appear to be parallel passages. A full stop after a reference 
indicates the last verse of a Gospel chapter.
